The general expectation is that 
Redmond. will welcome the bill as ‘a 
gehulfie attempt to remove Nationalist 
grievances, but will reserve the party's 
fight to introduce amendments in com-

DEATH PENALTY FOR. SPEEDING. 

At last the Aldermen are stirred 
and they will try to frame an ordi- 
nance that will curb the speed minia 
in this city. Alderman Fouxs, it is 
reported, will discuss at a ineeting of 
his committee next Monday the vari- 
ous proposals to regulate. motor -traf- 
fic within Greater New York, and an 
ordinance supplementing the Callan 
law will be prepared for the approval 
of. the board. At’ present the penalty 
for speeding is too severe; The lives 
of .188 persons have been forfeit 
within little more than a year, while 
over 1,800 pérsons haye been maimed. 
“Worst of ali, these penalties in almost 
every casé have been visited upon the 
guiltless. , 

An ordinance that will deter and 
Punish the guilty is demanded. A 
reasonable limitation of spted in the 
crowded . city should be defined, and 
enforeed. Why should the Magistrates 
be lenient? If the death penalty for 
speeding were enforced upon a reck- 
less chauffeur, many would €¢xclaim 
in horror at the law and the Judge. 
But the situation as it exists is worse. 
So long as mermand women are killed 
almost daily in the streets as a conse- 
Guence of the grossest cayelessness, 
at little, if any, legal risk to the driv- 
ers, the demand will grow stronger 
for the complete and. effective réform 
of vehicular traffic. 





nad SYNDICALISM.” 

..“ Byndicalism” is a name first. used 
in France, then. borréwed in England 
for the kind of labor agitation here 
practiced by the Industrial Workers 
of the World. It has no connection nec- 
essarily with trades unionism or with 
Socialism and, though there are trades 
unionists and Socialists who have 
in some degree worked with the syndi- 
calists abroad, the leaders of both 
schools are opposed. The basic doctrine 
of the Industrial Workers, as of the 
Syndicalists, is the destruction of the 
profits of capital in order that the 
workingmen may take over all industry 
for themselves, The method of éffect- 
ing this destruction tried by the Syn- 
dicalists in France was ‘the -genéral 
strike. In the same spirit and for the 
same end, the sympathizers with the 
Syndicalists in. England undertook 
through the coal strike to cripple all 
the industries of the country, In the 
United States the Industrial’ Workers 
announce their intention to bring about 
strikes. wherever and whenever they 
can, not for the betterment of condi- 
tions, but for the injury of capital. 

The adoption of Syndicalist. methods 
does not necessarily mean the accept- 
ance of the doctrine. In England, for, 
example, in the coal strike, there were 
thousands of workmen who went on/#>4 
strike at the bidding of their trades 
union leaders, though they did not 
understand what the Syndicalist aim 
was, or that they were promoting it. 
Not even all-the leaders who managed 





hostility to capital. It ts, of cotirse, the 
policy of the advocates of the war on 
‘capital to represent every disturbance 
|#® which they can claim a part as al- 
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tion cannot. be had without’ labor, 
that labor creates’ all. and 
is. éntitled- te -all the profits result- 
ing. ‘The assumption, tn the light of, the 
history of industry, is monstrous, but 
it does not necessarily seém so to the 
man in. the mine or at the spindle. It 
is, indeed, conceivable that workers in 
c0-0: in, using. ‘their savings. as 
capital and providing direction and 
planning by ‘representatives chosen 
ftom their own number, might secure 
all the profits from their production 
and that these might be remunerative. 
As @ matter of fact, productive co-op- 
eration has almost without exception 
proved unprofitable on any considerable 
scale. But any co-operative organiza- 
tion and administration of industry is 
but vaguely regarded by the Syndical- 
ists.and the Industrial Workers. All 
their energies are directed to the de- 
struction of capital by the gradual 
forcible seizure of all profits, or, rather, 
by the.-practieal abolition of profits. 
One of the features of this agitation 
is the hostility shown to the preserva- 
tion'of order by the police and the mili- 
tary. In France the agitators have 
tried to get the soldiers to pledge them- 
eelves not to obey orders in case of vio- 
lence in strikes. The same thing was 
undertaken in. England, and the noted 
leader, Tom Many, and his printers 
were fined ‘for. such efforts. In. this 
country wherever they have dared 106 
do so, the Industrial Workers have in- 
elted forcible resistance to all agen- 
cles for the preservation of, order. This, 
of course, strikes at the roots of society 
and is a savage attack on the rights 
of the feebler and poorer sections of 
every community. It is a bald asser- 
tion that might makes right, with the 
fatal consequence that those having 
the greatest need of protection will suf- 
fer most.. When, however, the smal! 


*\ property owners. get this fact clearly 


in their minds, short work will be made 
of the agitators. The apostles of brute 
anarehy present a picturesque spec- 
tacle in the general disturbance of ideas 
now prevalent, but in reality they are 
not very dangerous. Probably they 
serye a good purpose in showing the 
real tendencies of the theories they are 
engaged in spreading. 

When the general subject was under 
discussion In the House of Commons 
Mr. Hrewitns, the English economist, 
made''a cogent speech in»: which:: he 
demonstrated that Syndicalism was 
not logically a form of Socialism, or of 
trades unionism,. but was a pécullarly 
savagé, intensified, and destructive in- 
dividualism and Selfisliness.. That un- 
questionably is what-it is, and we have 
faith enough’in the essential principles 
of justice. and altruism which have 
slowly but surely evolved from the ex- 
perience of the race since it emerged 
from barbarism to beleve that this 
latest effort at réaction to the rule of 
force’ will not prevail.

BREAKS ARE UNDER CONTROL. 


Observers Say Alarming Rumors Are 
Circulated to Influence the 
Cotton Market. 


Special to The New York Times. 

GREENVILLE, Miss, April + 10.— 
human dyke to-day held back the fi 
of the Mississippi River at this place. . An 
alarmingly weak spot 
Miller's Bend, and all available sandbags 
were rushed to the. scene and used to 
strengthen the weakened’ dam. ‘The sup- 
ply, however, gavo out, and the djrt wall 
gave evidence of yiclding to the waters. 

The young engineer in charge had a 
brilliant idea and proceeded:to put it into 
execution. Calling to séyeral ‘hundred 
negroes, who were standing “idle, ,he_or- 
dered, them to lie down on top of the 


The black men obeyed, and although 
spray frequently dashed over them, they 
prevented the overflow that might have 
developed into an ugly crevasse. 

For an}hour and ‘half this lasted, the 
negroes uncomplainingly sticking to their 
posts, until the additional -sandbags ar- 
rived. Then the human wall was replaced 
and the capping was pronounced. suffi- 
ciently strong. The feat was somewhat 
similar to ‘that performed. at Baton 
Rouge, La.,-in 1852, when a levee broke 
there. ‘Three thousand negro’ slaves, hold- 
ing pickets from rajl fences, were ordered 
into this breach, and held back the waters 
for twenty-four. hours, saving the levee 
and preventing a.heavy loss of life. 

A great.army of men throwing up earth- 
works.to fight off the sweeping torrent 
of the Mississippi flood rested to-night 
along the river stretches from Helena, 
Ark., southWard. The near crisis of the 
last twenty-four hours has been bridged 
with temporary victorty at least. The obt- 
come of the strife against the tide now 
hangs in the balance, apparently. with 
the advantage on ‘the side Of the human 
forces. 

The usual crop’of rumors ‘concerning 

alleged breaks in the dikes below Helena 
to-day .were placed in-circulation by more 
or ~ less interested persons. . Late this 
afternoon it was rumored the: river had | 
cut through at Giles Bend above Natchez, 
and that parts of Concordia ‘parish, La., 
and the town of Vidalia had been flooded. 
Flood observers at Natchez immediately 
denied the rumor and asserted the story 
has been circulated in .a general scheme 
to affect-the cotton market. 
Late to-night the situation was un- 
changed at Giles Bend. There has been a 
break in a subsidiary levee, but govern- 
ment engineers declare they have the 
breach under control. 

A large territory in. the Yazoo River 

valley north of Vicksburg has been. flood- 
ed By back water...It was_in this’ valley 
that Col, Roosevelt ‘made. his bear hunt 
several years ago. To-day the back water 
from the Yazoo swept through, the brakes 
end marsites; driving forth deer. and 
bears, Huntsmen are riding the flood in 
skiffs. It is said hundreds of bear and 
deer have been killed. 
At-the request of President Taft, engin- 
eers of the Third Mississippi district with 
headquarters in Vicksburg will send, to 
Washington datiy a confidential bulletin 
reviewing’ the progress of the flood in the 
lower river. There has been litfle pri- 
vation.among the flood sufferers south of 
the breaks below Helena. 

Another break occurred to-day in. the 
levees of the Atchafayalaya River on the 
Louisiana shore below here, and tornight 
@ considerable section of the lowlands of 
St. Landry and St. Martin Parishes are 
inundated. The new crevasse on the west 
bank of the,river at. Atkins Bayou, seven 

miles south of Melville, La., was séven- 
teen feet..wide to-night. . President Gordy 
of the District Levee Board axpressed 
the belief that the levee had: been cut. 

By to-morrow morning; however; ‘the 
waters probably will have reached Port 
Barre and within sight of Opelousas. The 
inhabitants of these smaller towns _prob- 
ably will be forced to abandon their 
homes and go to Opelousak, which is safe 
from the. floods. 

It is probable that large sections of the 
’Frisco and the Opelousas, Gulf & North- 
eastern Railroad_tracks will be either 
washed out, or coveréd with water.
